It is unusual lor a. coach from a school the 
size of ACHS to receive such .an honbr 
because ol the strong competition posed by 
the larger schools in the Class AA" Section ol 
district six. 



In reference to this Andrews said, "It's 
terrific! Even though the Sequoits had a 
wonderful year, 1 didn't think that I'd get this 
award because of the larger schools in the 
district. This award means a lot to me since 
it is an award from my peers, but or course 
none ol this would have been possible without 
that great bunch ol kids who were ex- 
tremely instrumental in my receiving it." 

Andrews, whose teams have won the Nor- 
thwest Suburban 'Conference Championship 
eight times out of the 21 years he has been 
with ACHS, as head coach for 19, was born,, 
raised and schooled in Rockford, a fact that 
afforded him extreme pleasure when the 
Sequoits took the Sweet 16 Tournament there 
inMarehT - -^ 

He is a graduate of Ball State University; 
Muncey, Ind., and he and his wife, have a 
daughter Ronna, 29, and two sons, Mark, 25, 
and Brian, 21. _.. ' 

All three children arc graduates of. ACHS 
andboth boys played basketball, under their 
father, a fact that caused no little amount of 
tension, says Andrews.

Over half of the Antioch Community High 
School students that participate in the school 
lunch program may have the prices of their 
lunches hiked by 62 percent next school year 
because of the loss, of. almost $46,000 in 
federal funding. 

During the 1980-81 school year, the school 
received almost $54,000 in funding for the 
program and almost $5,000 for the milk 
program. 

If approval of the federal funding cuts is 
given, the price of the lunches at ACHS will 



go up from 65 cents to a possible $1.10. 

Not only will the monies for the lunch 
program be less, but funding for the milk 
program will be virtually non-existent. 

The raise in lunch prices is also expected to 
cause a drojp in the number of lunches being 
served, from 900 to 700. A cut in school em- 
plyees involved in the lunch program is also

Mdst public' utilities in 
Illinois will begin offering 

>home. energy audits and '-. 

-other— Energy conservation 
help- to their residential 
customers by mid-October, 
the state energy agency an- 
nounced.' 

^The - guidelines— under- 
which electric and natural 
gas utilities will offer -the 
program, known as the 
Residential Conservation 
Service, have received 
federal approval, said Prank 
Beal, director of the Illinois 
Institute of Natural Resour- 
ces. 

Utility customers who live 
in single-family houses or in 
small apartment buildings 

- will-be offered an -energy • 
audit, which pinpoints ways 
to save energy. There will be 
a $15 charge for the service. 

UTILITY representatives 
also will give customers a 
list of contractors who can 
perform energy-related 
work and another list of len- 
ding institutions which can 
help finance such im- 
provements. 

"The Residential Con- 
servation Service program 
could help cut home energy 
bills in Illinois by an 
estimated $16.4 million each 
year if only five percent of 
the eligible customers ask 
for energy audits and follow 
the resulting recom- 
mendations,' ' said Beal. 

THE PLAN under which 
Illinois utilities will operate 
was prepared in response to 
federaljegislation requiring 
that the, services be offered 
in each state 

-Development -of the 
guidelines in Illinois took 
about one year, beginning in 
the fall of 1979, with Illinois 

- Instituted Natural Resour- 
ces coordinating the effort. 

The Illinois Commerce 
Commission, which 



regulates public utilities, 
adopted the plan as a formal 
rule in November 1980. The 
plan was then submitted to 
the U.S. Department of 
Energy for approval: . :/.. 

J"he state's 12 largest ; 
utilities are required to 
provide the Residential Con — 
servation Service. They are:. ' 
Central Illinois Light Com- 
pany; Central Illinois Public 
Service'' Company; ;Com- 
monwealth Edison Com- 
pany; Illinois Power Com- 
pany; Interstate Power 
Company; Iowa- Illinois Gas 
and Electric Company; Nor- 
th Shore Gas Company; Nor- 
thern Illinois Gas Company; 
the Peoples Gas Light and 
Coke Company; Springfield 
City Water, Light and 
Power; Union Electric Com- 
pany; and United Cities Gas 
Company. ', - 

THE . SERVICES to be 

provided will bring utility 
customers a number of 
benefits, including: a high- 
quality home energy audit at 
a cost of $15; assurances that 
energy conservation produc- 
ts will meet installation, per- 
formance and safety stan- 
dards; inspection by utility 
personnel of some products 
after installation to ensure 
safety; and a mediation ser- ' 
vice to settle disputes that 
might arise between 
customers and contractors if 
conservation equipment has 
been installed. - 

INR NOW will begin to 
compile lists of len'ding-iri — - 
stitutions, energy-service 
contractors and/ or sup-' 
pliers; Utilities- will 
distribute these lists to . 
customers at the time 
energy audits are conducted. 

Customers will be able to 
use the lists to find out what 
firms in their areas are in- 
terested in supplying or in- 



stalling conservation equip- 
ment or providing financing. 

THE UTILITIES have 
been directed by the Illinois .-; 
Commerce Commission to' 
undertake advertising cam- 
paigns to let customers know 
the services are available. 
— "It-is critical-thatreliable— 
energy conservation , 
assistance , be available to 
homeowners," said Institute 
director Beal. 

"Twenty percent of all 
energy consumed in. Illinois 
is used in the home, and the 
Residential Conservation 
Service represents one of the 
few means available to help 
the majority of residential 
users save energy dollars," 
he added.
